TELLING TEST OF RACING. 



THE OLD SON OF HAMBURG DISPOSES OF 4— 



San Francisco, Cal., November 18.— The rejuve- 
nated Dandelion displayed brilliant form in the Prit 
chard Handicap at Oakland today, which be won 
under a pull in 1:15ft from two high-class 
opponents. The presence of the grand old Hamburg 
iiorse in the mile and a sixteenth feature at 1LS 
pounds had deterred all but Porante and Neva Lee 
from starting against him. It was a ldg betting 
raw. each one of the three starters being accorded 
heavy and persistent support, with the winner having 
the call and closing at 9 to 10. after touching 
evens. The backers of Porante were amazed at the 
ease and wlerity with which the wonderful six- 
year-old established aud maintained a lead of many 
lengths over his two strenuous pursuers, and after 
Dandelion had won slowing down they declared that 
lie is better than at any time in his long and dis- 
tinguished career. 

Excepting the 'eleven nondescripts composing the 
field in the opening six- furlongs dash, won by Curric- 
ulum. the class of horses engaged during the after- 
noon was excellent and in some cases of very high 
class. Favorites did not succeed quite so regularly 
as heretofore, two of the betting chances, Voorhees 
and Schleswig, being defeated by fluke winners in 
Nagazain and Madman. Chief steward Hopper took 
quick action iu the case of Voorhees, which was pre 
vented from winning by Nagazam. which was ridden 
foully by bis jockey. A. Walsh. The rider was pro- 
tiihited from riding for any stable hut his own for 
one week. 

Today’s remarkable transformation of Madman 
evoked comment. From a dry-skinned animal, hob- 
bling painfully to the post in his preceding race, 
trainer .Tones’ charge had changed into a willing 
ambitious thoroughbred, glowing with health, vigor 
aud perspiration. 'Madman beat the barrier and im 
mediately proceeded to spreadeagle his opponents. 
While thing badly at the end he lasted long enough 
to beat the odds-on favorite, Schleswig, which was 
making his first appearance on the local track. 

Tlie running of the last race, won by the favorite. 
Bellwether, was marked by extreme and sensational 
early speed. Righteasy being the heroine of a re 
markable exhibition in that respect. Colonel Apple 
gate’s beautiful filly, after getting away very badly, 
was timed separately the first half mile in 46 sec- 
onds flat and. as was inevitable, tired at tlie end. 

Weather and track conditions were again perfect 
and a big crowd of race-goers was attracted to the 
course in consequence. 

The remarkable regularity with which the betting 
choices have won during the past ten days at Oak- 
land. four winning this afternoon, has enriched the 
local race-going public to an unusual extent. 

The condition of C. Ross, recently thrown anu 
severely injured in a race, is improving. The physi 
elan in attendance at Fabiola Hospital, where the 
little jockey is confined, says that he will get well. 
Vandtisen. one of the participants in the mix-up, 
expects to resume riding immediately. Hoffman, 
the other one of the unlucky trio, is none the worse 
for his thrilling experience. 

Jockeys J. Butler and Peverich are expected to- 
night from Cincinnati. 

Archie Zimmer has just reached Oakland from New 
York via Los Angelos. His horses will follow 
shortly. They are Home Run. Saraclnesca. Yankee 
Daughter and Trois Temp. 

CORRIGAN HORSES TO BE AUCTIONED. 

Lexington. Ky.. November 18. — All of Edward 
Corrigan's thoroughbreds will l»e sold by publie 
auction here on Wednesday. November 25. Mr. Cor- 
rigan, before leaving for Chicago, made a proposi- 
tion to Thomas F. Kelly, the local representative 
of the Fasig-Tipton Company, to couduct the sale 
on that date. The proposition was accepted by 
President Ed Tipton in a telegram from New York. 
The Fasig-Tiptou Company will bold its annual Ken- 
tucky sale of thoroughbreds here next Monday and 
Tuesday, and the Corrigan disposal sale will follow 
immediately. 

The list of stallions iucludes McGee, tile imported 
bay horse foaled in 1900 and bred by Lord Bradford, 
of England. McGee was brought to this country 
by Mr. Corrigan iu 1902 aud proved an excellent 
racer. He started in fifty-one race*, won twenty- 
four of them and was only unplaced in eight during 
two years of racing. Marta Santa. Ormicant and Scin- 
tillant II. are also imported stallions. Besides the 
stallions, some forty mares, twenty-five horses in 
training and thirty-four weanlings will be sold. The 
mares are all young, representing the pick of bis 
stud, as the old matrons were sold off privately some 
time ago. Most of the mares are in foal to McGee. 
Marta Santa and Ormicant. The weanlings are four- 
teen by McGee, eight by Ormicant, six by Scintillant 
II.. four by Cactus and two by Marta Santa. This 
*sale will mark the passing of the “Master of Haw- 
thorne*’ as an ow-ner. 

EXPECTS COMPANY AT EPSOM. 

A breeder and owner of race horses for several 
years past remarked the other day that if he could 
arrange his business affairs to suit him he would 
certainly see some racing in England next year. He 
is even thinking seriously of taking a stallion or 
two and about twenty mares over there and establish- 
ing a small breeding farm of his own. 

The breeding and racing of thoroughbreds has 
been rather an expensive luxury for this gentleman. 



In 1908 John E. Madden had by far the most 
successful year financially of his long career as a 
turfman, his horses rolling up a total to be regarded 
with envy by any owner. Last year his horses 
won $11,825. and in 1900 hut $16,520. His greatest 
winning year prior to 1908 was 1905. when his sta- 
ble figures were $64,755.

hut he has had some success and said: “I don’t re- 
gret the expense. When I went iu for breeding and 
racing I did not expect to make money. My princi- 
pal regret over the turn racing affairs has taken is 
that I have lost the only amusement I cared anything 
about. I do not care for baseball and some of th** 
other sports, but I am very fond of racing, and if I 
can I certainly will go where the sport is to be 
enjoyed. Doubtless there are many others like my- 
self .and I should not be surprised to meet many 
friends at Epsom on next Derby day.” 

KEENE INSPECTS SYSONBY S SKELETON. 

One of the most interested spectators viewing the 
exhibition of the mounted skeleton of Sysonby. the 
champion three-year-old of 1905 and one of the most 
famous race horses of the century, at the Museum 
of Natural History in New York last week, was 
James R. Keene, in whose colors Sysonby raced. 
Mr. K«*ene. who always insisted that Sysonby was 
as good a horse as ever looked through a bridle, 
was naturally very critical in his examination of 
the mounting of the bones, but before the exhibition 
was over was one of the most ardent admirers of 
the new acquisition to the museum and warmly con- 
gratulated President Osborne on the work. 

It will not be amiss to recall some of the striking 
features in the remarkable career of this famous 
race horse. Sysonby was bred in England by tlie 
late Marcus Daly, of Montana, but was foaled in 
America, the property of James R. Keene. He was 
the son of Melton — Optime, was a magnificent speci- 
men of the thoroughbred and. with the exception 
of the Futurity, when he was beaten by Artful and 
Tradition, his was an unbroken list of victories. 
In the summer of 1903 Sysonby was broken and in 
the fall of that year went to James Rowe to be 
prepared for racing the following spring. Sysonby 
ran in fift»|fev,r;"'es and was never unplaced. His 
net earnin^^rcre $184,438. He begau his career 
on the turf July 14. 1904. at Brighton Beach, and 
ended it September 5. 1905. at Sheepshead Bav. He 
died on June 18. 1906. at Sheepshead Bay. sueeuinb- 
ing to an attack of blood poison.

SANTEVE’S LIVERPOOL AUTUMN CUP. 

The victory of Mr. George Edwardes 1 * Santeve in 
the Liverpool Cup was sufficiently surprising to 
English turf experts, one of whom comments on the 
victory as follows: 

“Tlie cry is ‘still they come.* Outsider succeeds 
outsider with a monotonous regularity. Santeve is 
the latest addition to the ghostly procession. How 
could any sane mortal, giving heed to her more re- 
cent form, have devoted a second thought to the 
Ally’s chance of winning the Liverpool Cup? Of 
course, if one harks hack to her performance in the 
Oaks, it could easily be possible to prove that San- 
tere lhad the beating of Silent Lady. The latter 
represented Siberia in today’s race at eight stone 
two pounds. Santeve, on the other hand, was, vide 
the Oaks. Siberia at seven stone eight pounds or 
seven stone nine pounds, but this is an argument 



based on premises somewhat out of date. What we 
were impressed 1 to go upon was Santeve’ s form in the 
Prince Edward Handicap and in the Duke of York 
Stakes, and estimating her prospects therefrom the 
odds of 20 to 1 laid against her this afternoon 
seemed none too liberal. Tlie fact, however, remains 
that she won quite comfortably from Cratbome 
and Lischana. to the infinite satisfaction of Mr. 
George Edwardes and his brother, the major. 

“There is a curious parallel to he found in a com- 
parison between today’s race and the Cesarewiteh. 
To begin with, both winners were by Santoi. both 
were broil by Mr. Edwardes at the Ballykisteen Stud 
aud both were ridden by Fox. Then, again. lM>tli 
owners are leading personalities in the theatrical 
world, and by way of rounding off the sequence 
of coincidences Crathorne hails from - the stable in 
which Yentol is quartered. One thing is quite cer- 
tain. and that is no one will begrudge Mr. George 
Edwardes the pleasure ami satisfaction he has de- 
rived from the victory of his filly. I believe he has 
always entertained a pretty high opinion of Santeve’s 
abilities, and he has this afternoon had the joy of 
seeing his judgment vindicated.’’ 

OLD OFFICIALS ARE RE-ELECTED. 

At the annual meeting of the American Turf As- 
sociation held in the Auditorium yesterday, all the 
old officers were jre-elected, consisting of Matt J. 
Winn, president; Edward Corrigan, vice-president: 
W. J. O’Brien, treasurer, aud W. J. McAllister, sec- 
retary. It was also decided to retain its offices in 
the Cable Building. Aside from several informal 
conferences pertaining to racing, the election of the 
officers was the only business transacted. Numerous 
applications for reinstatement from disqualified own- 
ers, trainers and jockeys were passed up for con- 
sideration by the license committee at the next meet- 
ing of the American Turf Association. Present at 
the meeting were M. J. Winn. Edward Corrigan, W. 
J. O’Brien. J. L. Rhinock and W. J. McAllister. 

Messrs. Winn. (Ywrigan ami Rhinock departed last 
night, the first named for his home in Louisville 
and Corrigan and Rhinock for Cincinnati. 

It was expected that something definite would bo 
announced after the meeting regarding the racing 
outlook at New Orleans, but oue of the interested 
members iu the associations at the Crescent City 
stated that the New Orleans situation had not been 
discussed. Mr. Corrigan, however, announced that 
the prospect for racing in New Orleans was not 
altogether bad. and felt hopeful that a race meeting 
there would be attempted. 

TO SEEK LIBERTY IN RUSSIA. 

New York. November 18. — Charles Reed, the vet- 
eran horseman and breeder, who purchased the stal- 
lion. St. Blaise, years ago for $1<H).000, has decided 
to sell his property In this city and says be will go 
to Russia to live in future. Mr. Reed declares that 
he cannot enjoy life without bettiug on the horses 
and that he has been in the habit of playing six 
races a day on the local tracks, but now that the 
sport has been crippled, perhaps permanently here, 
he says that he must go to the czar’s country, 
where races go on all day. beginning early In the 
morning. “I can get plenty of action in Russia,” 
said Mr. Reed, the other day. “and that is what I 
need in my old age.” 

JAMESTOWN GIVEN A BOOM. 

New York. November 18. — A rumor is current to 
the effect that certain members of the Jockey Club 
•here may secure control of the Jamestown track in 
Virginia, which can be had for $200,000. It Is re- 
ported that In case racing is not attempted in New 
York State next year, the Jockey Club will govern 
a long meeting at ,the Virginia track in order to 
keep the sport alive. Three years ago several pro- 
moters who were not in favor built the Jamestown 
track, but they were unable to secure the sanction 
of the Jockey Club, so were compelled to run an 
“outlaw” meeting. Last season, however, con- 
ditions here were much different and Jamestown 
readily received a license. 



Result a Complete Vindication of the Integrity 
with Which It Is Conducted Through- 
out the Season. 



Last summer Daily Racing Form called attention 
to an experiment conducted by the New York Her- 
ald and its results up to that time. The eastern 
racing season having ended, the experiment Is also 
concluded. What the experiment was. its purpose, 
results and the conclusions drawn are best shown in 
the following statement and summary, published in 
that great newspaper: 

“With a view to testing the honesty of the turf 
during the 184 racing days which comprised the 
season of 1908 the Herald has made as many selec- 
tions of probable winners. There was no effort or 
desire to tip. From among tlie entries each day one 
horse was picked as apparently the best under the 
conditions of the event in which the animal was en- 
gaged. Betting calculations were ignored. Never- 
theless the public classed the selection as the ‘Her- 
ald’s one best bet,’ a designation that was obviously 
misapplied, for the reason that many of the selec- 
tions named were prohibitive choices, and if they 
won the backing of them yielded very limited profits. 
They were selected simply because they were be- 
lieved best. 

“There was. however, a betting element involved. 
It was incidental to a practical test of the integrity 
of the turf and its speculative features. The work 
was undertaken at the suggestiou of a gentleman 
who had attended races for twenty-five years, hut 
had not made a bet in four years. He said If the 
Herald would have an expert make one selection 
daily he would have a commissioner place $100 on 
each horse named, regardless of other estimates or 
betting quotations. Maintaining that ra< lug was 
not so dishonest as its opponents asserted, aud most 
of the attacks on it were unfounded and reckless, 
he wished to confirm or disprove his views in a prac- 
tical and convincing manner. 

“The result was gratifying and profitable. Be- 
ginning at Benning in the spring and terminating 
at Jamaica in the autumn, fifteen meetings were 
held. Ten yielded profits ami five produced losses. 
The meetings on which losses were sustained were 
the spring and autumn at Aqueduct, the summer 
and autumn at Empire City and the autumn at 
Gravesend. The greatest profit realized from one 
meeting was recorded at the spring races at Ja- 
maica. On the entire series a net profit of $2,564 
was returned. For only a few days at any period 
was the balance on the wrong side. An investment 
of $500 was all that was ever necessary. 

“That honesty prevailed was demonstrated by the 
percentage of winning selections. Of 154 horses 
named as probably best 92 finished first and only 20 
failed to be placed. Thus the Herald’s selections 
furnished 59.7 of winners. The average throughout 
the season reflected that racing under the conditions 
existing at the spring meetings and the legal restric- 
tions developed by the Hart-Agnew law was equally 
consistent and honorable. If - there was any pre- 
ferred distinction it was in favor of the conduct of 
the turf under the oral betting system, since the 
introduction of which contests for purses were gen- 
erally free from scaudal or even gossip. Stake 
events rarely presented occasion for unfavorable 
comment. A record of the selections for the season 
is as follows:

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THE MOST FORTUNATE OF TRAINERS. 

James Rowe Tells of His Varied Experiences in 
Connection with Great Stables and Horses. 

.Tames Rowe, who has trained Janies It. Keene’s 
horses since 1899 and who last year sent to the post 
seventy winners, the earnings of which amounted to 
the sum of $397,342, and this year fifty winners, 
which represent in money won the sum of $284,335. 
was recently interviewed and finally inveigled into 
telling the story of his life. 

“Which, was the greatest horse 1 ever trained?’* 
repeated Mr. Rowe to the first question asked him. 
“That is a question that 1 cannot answer off-hand. 

1 have trained so many great race horses, and the 
period of time when they raced stretched over so 
many yevirs that it is impossible to properly decide 
which was the greatest. 

“Race horses, like our presidents, have many 
traits and characteristics and qualities. . Some men 
have always maintained that George Washington was 
our greatest president, while others have sung the 
praises of Abraham Lincoln. It was merely a mat- 
ter of time and the, opportunity, and they passed 
judgment accordingly. This applies to the race 
h or si's that I have trained. Some were great in one 
year and others at different periods. 1 cannot say 
which was my greatest horse, but I can tell you 
that I believe the title rests between Sysouby and 
Colin.” 

ladling back in an easy chair in the sitting room 
in Ills little cottage just outside of the stable which 
sheltered James K. Keene’s race horses. Mr. Rowe, 
the man who has won with his cliurges in twenty- 
eight years nearly $3,000,000. puffed on a cigar as 
he tokl me of some of tlie incidents in his life and 
those of his race horses. As lie spoke Rowe gazed 
fondly out of the window to the stall whore Colin 
was nibbling hay. His face was aglow with anima- 
tion and his eyes sparkled with pride as he men- 
tioned the name of the great son of Commando. But 
there was not that in his voice which showed any 
degree of affection. For he is reticent by, nature 
and not given to be demonstrative. 

“Do you think that colts are superior to fillies?* 

I asked him. 

“Well. I dou’t know.** was the non-committal re- 
ply. “Colts will stand much more racing than 
fillies, but when you get one of the gentle sex that 
is sturdy and big and courageous they are hard to 
beat. Suck fillies as Miss Woodford and La Tosca 
were much above the average colt and beat rnauv 
horses that were called champions. I always had 
good luck with fillies. Perhaps that is why I am 
rather partial to them.” 

“What caused you to enter the turf world? Was 
your father a horse owner or trainer?” 

“No. I was sort of dragged into it. My parents 
were Virginians and I was born in Fredericksburg. 
I was alive and old enough to realize the important 
victory that ‘Stonewall’ Jackson gave the south 
when he whipped Burnside in tlie historic battle 
at that town. I was not big enough at that time 
to shoulder a gun or I might have worn a gray uni- 
form. Being a Virginian, my sympathies were natu- 
rally with the south. I remember at the lime that 
I regretted my youth, for I wished to follow old 
‘Stonewall’ in his campaigns. 

“It was daring the reconstruction period and 
while I was keeping close watch over a newspaper 
and tobacco stand, that the golden opportunity to 
become a jockey came strutting past me in the form 
of Colonel McDaniel. Next to being a soldier. I 
tl .ought a jockey was the greatest thing in life for 
a tniy. Accordingly, when the colonel, who had a 
big string of race horses, came up to my stand and 
asked me If I wanted to be a race rider. I thought 
he was nearly as great as 'Stonewall* Jacksou. and 
the latter, you know', was my hero. My parents 



objected when I (old I hem that I was going with 
the colonel, but when 1 said that I would go north 
with or without their consent, they reluctantly 
granted the desired permission. 

“I did not weigh more than seventy- three pounds 
at that time. It ut in less than a year I was riding 
horses in a race. My first winning mount was on a 
mare which Colonel McDaniel had purchased from 
August Belmont, the father of the present chair- 
man of tlie Jockey Club. That was in 1K70. A few 
years later I bad tho mount on Harry Bassett when 
that horse beat I xmg fellow. That was a great day 
of triumph for me. for Longfellow was considered 
the greatest race horse of his day. 

“Although I was the leading jockey and had many 
winning mounts to my credit. I failed to make 
money as rapidly as the present day riders. Old 
Dame Fortune used to glance at me, but that 
was all. and her shower of gold went into Colonel 
McDaniel’s lap. You see, the 1*0101101 was a thrifty 
old soul, and lie had au all-prevailing belief that 
money in the hands of a youth meant a quirk race 
on the straight road to perdition. Consequently, the 
colonel sought to save my soul by checking my 
hankering after the flesh pots of the east. Instead 
of giving me money after winning a race, the 
old gentleman would say: 

“ ‘Now, Janies, you have been an exceedingly 
good law. Y '011 have ridden well and I intend to re- 
ward you handsomely. You have always wished to 
own a pair of nice red- topped boots. Well. I will 
buy them for you. The Fay's with the brass tips 
look much nicer than those that are plain. Remember 
to keep the brass well polished and try uot to stub 
your toes.’ 

“At other times he would purchase a suit of 
clothes for me. There was a bit of Scotch blood in 
the colonel, and it Is not surprising that he was 
inclined to be thrifty. The clothes were not always 
made of the liest fabric, and the amouut of the bill 
was never more timn $7 or $s. 

“After several years of this kind of remuneration 
for my services 1 had a quarrel with the colonel ami 
quit his employ. My fame as a rider caused P. T. 
IJarmim. who was alxnit to inaugurate some hippo- 
drome races at tho old Gilmore’s Garden, to engage 
me as a jockey. I rode in the arena races, and 
when we went on the road I mixed my profession 
by acting as an acrobat. With me at the time was 
Charley Fox. who recently owned the mare Economy, 
now a jumper. 

“Tlie circus was a good place for a young man to 
learn to be self-reliant and to understand that he ' 
had his own potato patch to hoe if he wished to 
make a success in life. It was a grand place for ex- 
perience. and I learned many things there that 
have been useful to me in the latter days of rav life, 
but 1 failed to accumulate any large amouut of 
money and soon returned to the race track. 

“It was at this period of my life that I entered 
upon my career as a trainer. The following summer 
I blossomed out in that vocation by handling Kadi, 
a horse tiiat belonged to Dick Shea, a well-known 
lietting man. I won several races with that horse 
and then obtained an engagement with T. B. and 
W. It. Davis of Virginia. 

“After a short engagement with the Davis brothers 
I signed a contract to train for Philip J. and M. F. 
Dwyer. The ‘butcher boys,’ as they were known in 
Brooklyn, were just gathering together a string of 
horses. With such horses as Rhadamanthus. War- 
field. Luke Blackburn. Hindoo and Miss Woodford 
I won many of tlie big stakes. Success attended 
my efforts for many years, and while I was with the 
Dwyers the red and blue racing colors became noted. 

“In 1880 the late August Belmont hired me as 
his trainer. While in his employ I won many big' 
turf classics with Potomac, La Tosca. Race land and 
Prince Royal. 

“After the death of Mr. Belmont I was engaged 
to act as a starter on the metropolitan race tracks. 



Those were the days before the barrier was in use. 
My friends and the turf reporters said that my work 
was satisfactory. I never heard any great complaints 
against it. and I managed to make equitable starts 
without the aid of a barrier or starting device of 
any kind. 

“Just why that new fangied thing is used to 
start horses I can not understand. If a man can 
not line horses up and rend them away on even terms 
without the aid of a barrier he is not a good man to 
intrust with a field of rare horses and can not be 
called a starter. If I bad ray way all the starting 
harriers would be burned up or sunk in the sea. You 
can not start race horses with a machine. 

“After I had u short fling as a starter I acted as 
a judge of raciug. It was during the days when the 
old Bay District track was in existence In Cali- 
fornia. After a short session of this kind I went 
hack to training horses. I came east and was signed 
by Colonel Thompson to look after liis horses. He 
died shortly after I went into his employ, but Ids 
two sons. W. P. and L. S. Thompson, took up the 
stable and I looked after their interests. They 
had such good horses as One I I/ove, Requital 
and Preston, and I won the Futurity for them later 
with L’Alouette. The latter was a very iwor filly 
and was probably the worst hor.se that ever won a 
Futurity. 

“Soon after this James R. Keene was in quest of 
a trainer and he selected me. This was in 1899. 
and I have been in his employ ever since. During 
this last part of my career I have trained some of 
the greatest horses that were ever foaled in the 
United states. They all saw the light of day for 
the first time at the Cast let on Stud Farm, with the 
exception of Cliaeornac. which I sold to Mr. Keene 
for $25,000. The horse proved to be a good bargain 
for he later won the rich Futurity for Mr. Keene.”
